With a substantial block of returns tabulated in every state the Republican national 
tiek ei wits leading in IO states, casting a collective total of 444 electoral votes. 
The eight .states held by Smith were Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Louisiana, Mis­ 
sissippi, South Carolina, Massachusetts and Rhode Island having among them 87 electoral 
votes. 
The state majorities established in these two groups 
were, with a few exceptions, steadily growing. 
Massa­ 
chusetts in the Smith group, however, and Texas and North 
Carolina in the Hoover group continued to swing near an 
even division. 
Many votes still were to lie counted. 
Returns from the congressional elections also were far 
from complete but it was apiiarent that the swing to Hoover 
had curried into office increased majorities in both senate and 
house.

MILK BEST KEPTl 
IN DAUK PLACE 


Government 
Bureau 
Tests 
Show Bad Odor And Taste 
Develop From Sunlight. 


W ashington, Nov. 7.—Milk ex­ 
posed to sunlight quickly develops 
a linseed oil odor and cardboard 
taste, experiments by the Bureau 
of Dairy Industry of the D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture, just com­ 
pleted, show. 
The light acts as 
a 
catalyst, 
causing 
oxidation 
much 
more 
quickly than if the milk were kept 
in the dark. 
In reaching this con­ 
clusion the bureau prepared a se­ 
ries of duplieate samples of milk, 
enc set of which was exposed to 
daylight and the other kept in the 
dark. 
In all cases the samples 
kept in the dark developed no “off- 
flavors” or odors, even after seven 
to nine days at near-freezing tem­ 
peratures, whereas 
the 
samples 
kept in the light at the same tem ­ 
peratures developed the character­ 
istic cardboard odor and taste a ft­ 
er twenty to forty-eight hours, of 
which 8 to 26 hours were daylight. 
The experiments 
were -under- 
taken because of a general sup­ 
position that indirect or diffuse 
daylight had little effect on the 
milk. 
The samples in the tests 
were never exposed to direct sun-
